TEKBE HAOTE, Deo. 5.—It cannot be 


decided whether the new city ordinance 
to close saloons at 11 o'clock will be 
enforced. It is understood th«it a tost 
case is to be mads. Ono saloon, as 
the headquarters, kept opou, aud after 
11 o'clock the place vaa crowded.

The agricultural 
department advise it to be freely used. 
Were the merchants along Calhoun 
street to scatter this mixture where the 
birds could get at it in the morning, 
thousands of dead sparrows could be 
picked up along the streets before sun 
down.
